Miss Straka explained that the chapter' became' “socially 
inactive” as of February 1. She pointed out, however, that the 
poup’a charter “remalna on campus so that the group may 
become active spin at some point in the future.” 

“The national,” said Miia Straka, “decided that we could 
not be happy on this campus.. The. dtuation at GW,” she 
added, “is not eonducive to the success of aorocity life.” 

Mias Straka would give no further reasons for the group’s 
decision to become dormant, but she did admit ttat the 
University’s Human Relationa Act played a part in the thaking 
of the deddon. >•' 

. No officer of Zeta Tau Alpha was available for comment 
about that sorority’s deddon to leave the campus at the end 
of this month. Assistant Dean of Women Lianna luuabee, who 
announced the action of the two groups, said that she believes 
ZTA is leaving the campus because Its membership has become 
so small. 

Kappa tielta sorority voted to become 
dormant when its national refused to allow it to comply with 
the Human Relations Act.

THE HATCHET WILL ENDORSE NO CANDIDATES 
for this year's student elections. 

Of the five presidential candidates, we immediately 
eliminated three from serious consideration. It is difficult 
for us to envision the “ombudsman”concept proposed by 
candidate Mitchell Ross; he would atwlish Student 
Assembly and have only a president to act for students. 
Practical experience convinces us, however, that some 
organizational structure is needed if student government is 
to viably compete with faculty and administration for 
power within the University. For these reasons, we cannot 
accept the candidacy of Mitchell Ross. 

Neither Peter Lehrer nor Joan-Ellen Mard have 
exhibited outstanding leadership in the past. Lehrer seems 
to have crept out of the woodwork, while Marci, although 
a consdentious secretary of Student Council, was seldom 
in the thick of debate. , ^ 

The two major candidates, then,''iM Neil Portnow and 
Bruce Smith. Portnow has an outstanding record of 
presenting, for probably the first time, money-making 
concerts which have kept the Council out of the red. 
Certainly he has been more of a leader than most, but he 
also does not have the charisma that is important to any 
student government president. If elected, he may fail to 
mobilize student support for Student Assembly programs 
and protests; 

Smith has the charisma which Portnow lacks. He is a 
good leader, but for some reasons, he is cause for concern. 
An easily excitable person, he may fail to place a political 
dispute in proper perspective, he may confuae political 
issues with moral ones, and lead students to a nonsensical

Text of Student Life Resolution 

The text of the Stu<)ent Life ComtnitiM’f recoimnendationf 
Um follows: 

**Any OT student. organiation who or. which engages 

in any oondu^ disru^iva of normaj Univaraity functions shall 
be subject to disci^tnary action. Any student or student 
organization who or which engages in any dUcuasion, 
demonatration, rally or aaaembly under condition# approved 
by the coordinator of student activities, shall not be deemed 
to be engaging in conduct disruptive of normal Univeeriaty 
function# provided that the absence of such ai^oval of 
conditions s|pUnot oo'ngtitute any evidence of disruption. 

**The coordinator of student aciivitiea shall, if requeated by 
such student or student orpnizationa, approve conditions for 
any student or student orpnizations desiring to enpp in any 
diacuation, demonstration, rally or aaaernbly, unless the 
coordinator hhas a reasonable basis for believing that such 
conduct will be disruptive of normal University functions. 

*'Such reasonable basis shall not ne deemed to exist if such 
discussion, demonstration, rally or assembly is not reasonably 
likely to achieve a level of sound adversely affecting normal 
University functions, is not reasonably likely to t»reclude or 
deter inpess or egress to or from anv facility being uaed for 
sueh function, or is not reasonably likely to create imminent 
threat pf physical injury id persons or damap to property. 

"In any disciplinvy action instituted apinst arry student or 
student or^izations for conduct disruptive of normal 


orpniaation participated in any discuasion, demonstration, 
rally, or aawmbly, which achieved a level of sound adversely 
affecting normal Univsraity functions, or which precluded or 
detered ingress or egreM to or from any facility being used for 
such function, or which caused or created imminent tlveat'or 
physical injury to persons or damap to property, shall be 
demined conduct disruptive of nornull University functions. 

"The University through its duly airthorized officers, ipnts, 
or employees, may terminate or limit any diaci^oa, 
denK>nstratioo, rally or a«embly, whether previously approved 
by the coordiiiator of student activities, which is or becomes 
disruptive of normal University functions."

The Vice PreeMaetlal 
candidates, Dave Berz and Skip 
Barbour, had agreed beforehand 
not to speak at this particular 
forum. 

Using the example of 
Uahrmaity students In 12th 
century Italy, secretarial 


candidate Shelley Green stated 
that with- enthiMiasm, support, 
and hard work, the Student 
Assembly wiD get things done. 
She recommended that students 
be prepered with various couries 
aimed at prejudice, such as 
sanaltiTlty training, before GW 
recruits more blacks. 

Secretary hopeful Paul Zeman 
advocated pass-fall for second 
semester trnhmen having over a 
2.0, but not in couraea required 
for the major. He called for 
better advlaiiig. improved course 
deecription far the catalccue, 
more advantage taken of D.C., 
such ea visiting lectunra,and a 
Student Assembly statement 
condemning President Elbott’s 
memberahlp In the University 
dub. 

Candidate for Student 
Academic Committee David 
Dolgen mid that his decision to 
run “was on the spur of the 
moment.” He called for 
“student unions” in all 
departments and colleges to 
“dIscum student demands and 


means of instituting them.” He 
also prondaed to work for the 
departmental review boerds. 

Robert Roeenfleld claimed 
that tba Student Academic 
Committee needs and is worthy 
of student support. He wants to 
make the Committee the “focal 
point” of student discussion and 
action of academic reform, and 
bellevea that the administration 
wiD respect it. 

Seeking the post of treasurer, 
Tom Qulrm called for the 
creation of a Committee on 
Financial Matters, so that 
students can have more control 
over why, how and where their 
money goes. He would support, 
as a last resort, a student 
boycott of the raise in dorm fees 
next faU. 

Treasurer hopeful Tom Dirks 
reminded the audience of GW’s 
membership in the National 
Student Association, and said 
that be would use more of its 
servlcea. He also advocated using 
graduate students as advisors for 
undergraduates In the same 
major.

THE VARIETY bf media at 
the Corcoran Gallery Biennial is 
"rather improve. In the show
